Four dead, 67 injured 
in New York train 
accident 


NEW YORK (AFP) - A train 
hurtled off tlie traeks m a 
New York suburb Sunday, 
killing at least faur people, 
injunng 67 and coming per¬ 
ilously close to plunging into 
a freezing river. 

New York emergency 
services launched a major 
rescue operation after the 
train careered off rEuls in the 
Bronx distnct as it headed for 
Grand Central station in 
Manhattan. 

New York fire department 
said four people were killed, 
11 others seriously injured 
and another 56 had minor 
wounds. Officials said some 
passengers were "impaled" 
by debris as carriages flew 
into tlie air, while others had 
to be cut free from tangled 
metal. 

Many travelers suffered 
broken, limbs or injuries to 
their heads or necks, witli 
some being led away witli 
bloodied faces, applying ice¬ 
packs to try and ease the pain. 

At least one passenger 
said tile train was going faster 


than noniial as it moved 
along a curve on a downward 
slope leading into Spuyten 
Duyvil station, just nortli of 
Manhattan. 

Before reaching the sta¬ 
tion, the derailed wagons 
flew across a grassy bank 
separating the rail line from 
the Hudson and Harlem 
rivers, which meet at that 
point. 

All seven of the train's 
cars came off the tracks and 
the front carriage came to rest 
only a fe\v feet from the nver. 
Two carriages toppled on 
their side and two otliers also 
completely left the track, 
barely staying on their 
wheels. 

More than 130 firefighters 
were quickly on the scene 
using air cusluons to stabilize 
the wagons 

Divers searched the nvers 
in case passengers were 
hurled into the fiigid water by 
the force of the derailment.

Dutch kick off bicentennial festivities 



THE HAGUE (AFP) - Tliou- 
sands of people braved cold 
and rainy weather in The 
Hague on Saturday to kick 
off festivities marking the 
300th anniversary of the 
founding of the modem 
Dutch state. 

Actors staged a re-enact¬ 
ment of the November 30, 
1013 amval of Pnnce Willem 
Fredenk -- later King Willem 
I, the ancestor of current 
King Willem-Alexander -- at 
a Hague beach, followed by 
pomp and ceremony at the 
ofh cial opening of tlie cele¬ 
brations at a medieval hall 
near tlie Dutch parliament. 

'Today, 300 years ago in 
1013, tlie seed was sown for 
what would later become the 
Kingdom of the Nether¬ 
lands," King Willem-Alexan-

der and Queen Maxima 


der said in a speech at the 
historic Knights' Hall, 
which stands cheek-by- 
jDwl to the Dutch parlia¬ 
ment 111 The Hague. 

"Happy birtliday" 
Dutch Pnme Minister 
Mark Paitte added, saying 
Saturday marked the offi¬ 
cial birth of the modem 
Dutch constitutional 
monarchy 

Pnnce Willem Fred- 
erik's 1S13 landing at tlie 
beach at Sclieveningen, 
today a populai' seaside 
suburb, IS widely seen as 
setting in motion the for¬ 
mation of the modem 
Dutch state 

The pnnce arnved 
there after IS years in 
exile under French rule, 
which ended with Napoleon 
Bonaparte's defeat at the Bat¬ 
tle of Leipzig a month before, 
111 October 1E13. 

Napoleon's loss resulted in 
tlie destmction of much of 
what was left of French 
power 111 the Netherlands, 
Germany and Poland 

Pnnce Willem Frederik

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Scotland mourns pub helicopter crash victims 



GLASGOW fAFP) - Candles 
were lit Sunday as Scotland 
remembered tliose who were 
killed when a police helicop¬ 


ter plunged through the roof 
of a Glasgow pub, while res¬ 
cuers toiled to salvage bodies 
from the wreckage 


Emergency service work¬ 
ers began attempts to winch 
the police aircraft back 
through the roof of The 
Clutlia, where it is feared ftir- 
ther corpses may be found 
under its carcass, raising the 
death toll. 

Eight fatalities have been 


confirmed so far. All tliree on 
board the helicopter and one 
man who was in the pub have 
been named. 

More than lOQ people 
were watching a Glasweman 
ska band in the popular live 
music bar on Friday night 
when tlie unexplained disas¬ 
ter struck. 

In sombre scenes, eight 
candles were lit in Glasgow 
Cathedral during a packed 
memonal service \^duch also 
paid tribute to tlie rescue ef¬ 
fort and remembered those 
injured. 

Reverend Laurence Whit¬ 
ley told the congregation 
"We do not end this day in 
despair and losses. 

" Our great and vibrant and 
irrepressible city shall stand 
together with our suffenng 
ones and hand in hand go for¬ 
ward into the light." 

Ambulance workers in 
unifomi sat in the pews, 
along with Scotland's police 
chief Stephen House. 


He later had to announce 
the deaths of the helicopter 
crerw: c^tain David Traill, 
SI, tlie pilot, and police con¬ 
stables Kirsty Nells, 3d, and 
43-veai’-old Tony Collins. 
Both officers had previously 
been commended for bravery. 

"Td like to pay tnbute to 
all of them and tlie work that 
tliey did over tlie years, keep¬ 
ing people safe across Scot¬ 
land," said House. 

Tlie chief constable said 
the work to extract the heli¬ 
copter was "painstaking". 

"Until the helicopter is 
completely removed from the 
scene and the light people are 
in the premises and are able 
to look tlirough the rubble 
completely and start to clear 
it, we cannot say about exact 
numbers (of deatlis)," he said. 

At The Clutlia, cranes 
could be seen working on the 
wreckage of the riverside bar 
111 the middle of Scotland's 
biggest city. One rotor blade 
was lifted out of the debns. 


Protesters call for Honduras 
vote recount 


TEGUCIGALPA (AFP) - More than 5,0D0 supporters of leftist 
Honduran presidential candidate Xiomara Castro protested 
Sunday demanding a recount of the ballots cast last week, in 
a vote her campaign alleges was "'stolen."

Protesters marched downtown in the capital and gathered 
outside tlie office of tlie electoral tribunal, where election ma- 
tenals are stared.

Black boxes, 31 
bodies recovered 
from Mozambique 
plane wreck 



WINDHOEK CAFP)-Tbrty- 
one bodie!5 were recovered 
Sunday from the ivreekage of 
a Mozambican AirlineJi plane 
that went down in torrential 
ram in Namibia, police ssad, 
wlnle the aircraft's black boxes 
were also found. 

"We only duicovered 31 
bodies from the scene. We 
don't know yet about other 
bodies," police major Ben 
Slnkongo told AFP. 

Friday's crash in Namibia's 
remote Bwabwata National 
Park killed all 33 onboard, of 
half a dozen nationalities, in 
one of the worst accidents in 
Mozambique's civil aviation 
histoiy. 

The plane's black boxes 
were also recovered along with 
two voice recorders, Captain 
Encksson Nengola, director of 
aircraft acadent investigabons 
at the Namihran transport min¬ 
istry, told AFP 

Tlie victims' bodies were 
being transferred by helicopter 
to the Namibian capital Wind¬ 
hoek from the crash site some 
1,000 kilometres (d 0 miles) to 
the northeast. 

An aviation officer vdio de¬ 
clined to be named desenbed 


tlie crash scene as “gruesome", 
scattered with body parts. 

Families were to he asked to 
identi fy tlie b o dr es ait the p oli ce 
mortuary in Windhoek, once 
the police have earned out 
DNAtesting, Shikongo said. 

The plane, wbch went 
down en route from Mozam¬ 
bique to Angola, was a Brazil- 
manufactured Embraer 1?0 
aircraft and the newest plane in 
tlie airline's fleet. 

There were no survivors 
among its six crew and 37 pas¬ 
sengers. 

Mozambique was to declare 
a national period of mourning 
for the victims, who came 
from Mozambique, Angola, 
Poitugal, France, Brazil and

Breast Cancer Linked to 
High-cholesterol Diets 


A by-produot of choles¬ 
terol can fuel the deadly 
growth and spread of 
breast cancer, according 
to a group of scientists. It 
raises the prospect hiat 
taking cholesterol-tower¬ 
ing drugs called statins 
could prevent cancer. 

The work, published in 
the iournal Science, 
helps explain why obe¬ 
sity is a major risk factor 
for the disease. However, 
cancer charities cau¬ 
tioned that It was too soon to advise women to take 
statins. Obesity has been finked with many cancers in¬ 
cluding those of the breast, bowel and womb. The fat In 
overweight people can pum p out hormones, such as oe¬ 
strogen, which drive the growth of cancers. Cholesterol 
is broken down by the body into 27HC, which can mimic 
oesb'ogen and produce the same effect as the hormone 
in some tissues. Experiments on mice showed that a 
high fat diet increased levels of 2THC in the blood and 
led to tumours that were 30% larger than in mice on a 
normal diet. Tumours were also more likely to spread.

Holiday shopping tradition¬ 
ally accounts for 20 to 40 per¬ 
cent of an individual retailer's 
annual sales, according to die 
National Retail Federation. 

Early online Black Friday 
sales, wliich began on TliurE- 
day, the US Tlianksgiving hol¬ 
iday, reached Sl.Od billion, up 
IS percent from last year, ac¬ 
cording to Adobe. 

Online shoppers may have 
been wise to avoid stores, wifli 
reports of fistfigilts, a stabbing 
and a shooting as people el¬ 
bowed their way through 
crowded shopping floors to 
snatch heavily discounted 
items. 

Purchases of sinaitphones, 
tablets and other mobile de¬ 
vices accounted for 24.2 per¬ 
cent of online sales, according 
to Adobe.

Smartphone app to give

RIO DE JANEIRO {AFP| - A smartphone app designed to 
give early warning of earthquakes could be ready as 
early as next year, according to scientists at tfie World 
Science Forum in Rio de Janeiro. Researches from the 
University of Canfornia showed off the project this week 
at a conference on how to use technology to ward off 
natural disasters. The app is based on technology used 
in an early warning system prepared by a team under 
Professor Richard Atten, director of the UC Berkeley 
Seismotogical Laboratory. The smartphone app is capa¬ 
ble of providing an alert between a few seconds and one 
minute before a tremor hits, depending on where an in¬ 
dividual using it is in relation to the epicenter.

Tlie magazine Epoca re¬ 
ported two weeks ago that 
Fiche and his le dim cal advisor 
Humberto Alencar, who also 
has quit, allegedly received 
60,000 reals ($25,635) in 
kickbacks fi'om a communica¬ 
tions company in return for an 
inflated contract wifii the Fi¬ 
nance Mimsti'y. 

Mantegaimmediately asked 
the Justice Mimstry and file 
federal police to investigate 
the allegations. 

Tlie two officials had been 
put on leave after the scandal 


broke. Alencar who was re¬ 
sponsible for overseeing the 
contract was reported to have 
approved extra hours and 
ghost employees to justify the 
amount paid by the ministry.

The ww reforms include 
slashing the period of entitle¬ 
ment from a maximuin tliree to 
a maximiun Rvo years. Hie un¬ 
employed will also have to ac¬ 


cept a job beneafii their current 
level after six months 

However, the CPB said the 
effect of die changes on boost¬ 
ing unemployment would be 
stiffled if umoiis and employ¬ 
ers make agreements about a 
voluntary extension to three 
years in sect or-wide pay and 
conditions deals. 

The Council of State has 
also warned that the proposal 
to force employers to give per¬ 
manent contracts to people wiio 
have already had two short- 
teim contracts will be counter- 
pro duchve.

Pacquiao attended a prayer 
meeting in Guiuan early Sun¬ 
day witli survivors, and later 
handed out Bibles and food 
packages contamingnee, noo¬ 
dles and tinned meal. 

"Let us find hope m God's 
Grace to help us get back on 
our feet and recover fi'om the 
devastation," he said.

Boxing: Stevenson stops 
Bellew to retain WBC title 



QUEBEC CITY (AFP) - 
Canadian soutlipaw Adonis 
Stevenson retained his World 
Boeing Council liglil-heavy- 
weight world title Saturday 
witli a Eisth-rouud teclinicd 
knockout of Britain's Tony 
Bellew 

Stevenson dropped Bellew 
in the sixtli with a heavy left to 
the jaw Bellew beat the count, 
hut Stevenson landed another 
left that sent the challenger 
staggering into a comer. The 
■±ainpion was unloading again 
on the defenseless Bellew 
when referee Michael Gnffin 
called a hall at 1 50 of the 
round. 

Haitian-bom Stevenson im¬ 
proved to 23-1 with 20 knock¬ 
outs. He was p 1 ainly p 1 ease d to 
have made his point against 
Bellew after an ill-tempered 
build-up to the bout. 

"He said iTn a dwai'f and 
the dwarf knocked lum out," 
Stevenson said 

Bellew, who turned 31 on 
Saturday, fell to 20-2 with one 
draw and 1'2 knockouts His 
only other defeat came m Ins 
only prior world title ftght, a 
majority decision loss to 


Wel sliman T1 ath an Cl ev erly 
two yeai's ago. 

Stevenson, 3d, posted his 
fourth knockout in four fights 
this year. That included a one- 
punch first-round knockout of 
Chad Dawson m June to take 
the WBC belt. 

In September he made Ins first 
tide defense widi a seventh- 
round stoppage of Ameiican 
Tavons Cloud 

Bellew, from InveipoDl, boxed 
smartly m the eatly rounds, and 
di'ew blood fi'om Stevenson's 
nose eariy m tire tlnrd 

Tlie champion responded 
wiUi several hard lefts, two of 
which snapped the diallenger's 


head back. 

A wild exchange m tlie 
fourtli round saw Stevenson go 
down, but It was iiiled a slip 
after the fighters' feet tangled
